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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to the claims are all drawn to 
reciting physical characteristics in the broad claims 1 and 17. These physical properties were pointed out to applicant in the Office Action 
of 21 September 2005 to be inherent, that is to say, intrinsic, to the polymer blend. Contrary to applicant's assertion, the Examiner did 
not make any suggestion to amend the claims in any manner. Further, it is pointed out to applicant that physical characteristics that are 
inherent in a composition do not have to be described, disclosed or in any other manner discussed by a reference because they are 
intrinsic to that composition. For example, a reference that employs water is not necessarily going to point out the inherency of its 
wetness, That characteristic is assumed at room temperature. These characteristics, as recited herein, are inherent to the composition of 
the reference because all parameters of compositional limitations of the claims are otherwise met by the teachings of the reference. 
Nothing is recited or claimed to show otherwise. As such, the references to Whaley and Yap et al show the composition, as claimed, and 
would therefore have the same physical characteristics, inherently. 
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
